mait and that tho disease \va» not 
stamped aa scarlet fever, n(jt much 
notice being taken of this illness. It 
however has been well krown that th* 
first appearances of the disease, all oc 
curred in the families which were sup- 
plied with milk by this same milkman 
and because of this fact, the peoplf 
have generally thought that the dis 
ease could be traced back there as its 
origin. If such is the case no blame can 
be attached to the milkman in question 
as he was entirely ignorant of the dip- 
ease in the first cose. As soon aa the 
milkman found out that there waa 
scarlet fever in town he took extra 
precautions to prevent any possibility 
of the disease being carried in his milk. 
There is no longer any danger from 
this source. All the milkmen in town 
are pxceedingly careful about their 
milk cans. The cans, bottles, etc., are 
all thoroughly cleaned and washed in 
antiseptic solutions. If all the citizens 
of Williamstown will be aa careful in 
guarding against the disease, it will 
soon be stamped out. While there has 
been only one more case of pronounced 
scarlet fever and that is in a home 
previously afflicted with the disease, 
one OF two cases have been reported as 
probable, but on invpstigntjon it is 
found that there is no danger.

"A post visual reflector" is 
what Allan Taylor calls his new inven- 
tion, upon which letters patent have 
recently been issued at Washington. 
It i*an arrangement of adjusted mir- 
rors which enables the wearer to see 
everything occurring within a certain 
range behind him without turning hia 
head. Literally it realises the proverbial 
possession of "eyes in the back of tho 
head.1' 


The post visual reflector will be use- 


ful fo jockeys, drivers of trotting or 
pacing horses, oarsmen and bicyclists. 
Mr. Taylor, a hotel man of New York 
and Boston, is a devotee of "light har- 
ness" racing and a gentleman driver of 
renown. He knows the advantage to i 
the driver who can watch the perform- 
ance of antagonists in a "whipping fin- 
ish" and at the same time keep his eyes 
upon the work of his own horse. The 
invention was born of the knowledge 
gained from actual experience. 


For drivers and jockeys the post visual 


reflectors are fastened to the bows of a 
pair of big spectacles fitted with clear 
glasses of no magnifying power. The 
glasses arc also intended as mud gnarda 
to protect the eyes from the dirt thrown 
up by the horse's flying feet The little 
reflectors are fastened above the glass 
and set at an angle which brings the 
full width of a race track for a distance 
of 100 yaida within clear range of vi- 
sion.

Anybody can emigrate from Germany 


before he is 17 years old without xun- 
ning the risk, in case he should return, 
of being forced to join the army, bnt he 
will be allowed to remain only nino 
months in Germany. If be stays longer 
he becomes again a German citizen and 
must do military service. If he leaves 
When he has been a little less than nine 
months in the country and stays away , 
for two or three weeks he can return 
without running any danger and can 
stay another nine months. If ie does 
this every nine months ho can live as 
long as he likes in Germany. 
'

As soon as a man is 17 years old he ' 


cannot leave Germany without serving 
in tho army. He can, however, gee per- 
mission to leave tbe country until he is 
20 years old if somebody is willing to 
give bond that ho will return and serve 
his term. 


In case a man forfeits bis bond he 


cannot return to his fatherland before 
he is 45 years old, as he would be 
promptly arrested and sentenced to 
serve a longer term than the original 
one. After a man is 45 yean old he can 
go back to Germany without being pun- 
ished and live there as long as he likes. 


In case a deserter is caught in Ger- 


many before be is 45 years old he is sen- 
tenced to two or three years' imprison- 
ment in a fortress and ajl bis personal 
property la confiscated. — New 'York i 
Herald.

The model of the Vesuvius which 


M. 8odi«e has d«irwd for the Purii 
exhibition of next year, will be a splen- 
did affair. It will be 110 yards high 


vabont a twelfth of life size) and 163 
yards in diameter. It will be built of 
iron and steel covered with a surface of 
vegetable earth and turf, tbe peak and 
other rocky parts being rendered in ce- 
ment. A spiral path, to be called 
"Route Internationale," leads from the 
base to tbe bouiunt, a quicker way of 
gaining the latter being provided by a 
funicular railway. The '/Route Intei- 
natiouale" will be 83 feet wide and 
will be bordered by creeping plants and 
shrubs of the kind seen on Vesuvius it- 
self, while seats and arbors will be 
planted for tbe convenience of pawen- ' 
gers at frequent intervals. At a third 
of the way np tbe path will give access ( 
to a platform or circular path surround-, 
ing the whole mountain, to be called 
the Allee du XXe. Siecle. Here will 
be planted trees and alpine shrnbs, to- 
gether with a construction to be called 
the Palais dn Siecle, where the inevita- 
ble cinematograph will show the princi- 
pal events of the dying century and 
other marvels. 


Two-thirds of tbe way up there will 


be a similar platform, of course small- 
er in size, which is named the Allee 
Franco-Basse. Here the shrnbs will be 
dwarfed and stunted to represent the 
vegetation immediately below the cra- 
ter, where it soon perishes altogether. 
The crater itself will be strictly mod- 
eled on the original and is so arranged 
that it will emit smoke throughout the 
day, three eruptions taking place at 
fixed hours during the- evening, when 
real molten lava can be seen flowing 
into specially prepared metal channels. 
All over the exterior will be scattered 
cafes, concerts and restaurants, of which 
the chief will bear the pleasing title cf 
Cafe de 1'Enfer et dn Paridis. 


These delights, however, will be com- 


monplace to those of the interior. Here 
will be represented the heaven and hell 
of Dante, the termer taking tbe shape 
of a transparent vmilt, in which the 
motions of the SUE. moon and planets 
will be correctly given. Both heaven 
and hell will be peopled by figurantes 
grouped in tableaux taken apparently 
from the epic. The spectator will see 
them from a revolving gallery 400 feet 
in circumference and placed midway 
between heaven and bell, while a cas- 
cade and a lake will form the source of 
tho fabled Styx and will supply the 
needed security against fire —Pall Mall 
Gazette.

Tbe cost of feeding will be small, as the 
coons will secure almost enough food 
from the nuts, acorns, herbs and roots 
to be found in tbe "coon^ry," which 
will contain five acres of wooded land 
lying southeast .of Mr. Bryan's resi- 
dence. 


The spot selected for the "coonery" 


is a most picturesque one. On the north 
it is bounded by a cliff almost 100 feet 
high, on the west and south by a cir 
cling ridge and on tbe east by an open 
space. There are several natural springs 
on the land and many large trees. Mr. 
Bryan will build a fence of wire auc 
sheet iron five feet high around the en- 
tire five acres. The wire netting will 
be placed a foot deep in the ground, 
circling upward, so that when the coon 
digs down to get out he will meet trou- 
ble. The top of the fence will be ol 
sheet iron, bent inward, so that the ani- 
mals cannot scale it. Thus they will be 
kept in the inclosure witb little diffi- 
culty. 


A large number of dens will be built 


over tbe five acres, where the coons can 
lie during the winter, when they are 
dormant. Along in February or March, 
os soon as the weather moderates, the 
coons begin to stir and mate. It is Mr. 
Bryan's intention to place a few 
skunks in the "coonery" and see how 
they do. Coons and skunks seem to live 
together peacefully. The establishing 
of this "coonery" is to demonstrate 
that every inch of apace on a farm can 
be nsed to advantage. The land where 
this "coonery" will be built is of no 
value unless put to such a purpose.— 
Pittabnrg Dispatch.

urged a commercial alliance between 
Japan, the United States and Great 
Britain to maintain an "open door" 
policy in China and preserve the 
Chinese maikets open to world compe- 
tition. Now It is said, but quite likely 
without foundation of truth, that the 
action of Italy has the sanction of 
world powers including England. If 
England is sanctioning the Italian 
more she is moving in direct opposi- 
tion to the preference expressed by her 
commerce through Lord Beresford. A 
plausible theory is that England is 
saying- nothing just now, recognizing 
that Italy's action will probably force 
the United States and Japan into the 
commercial alliance which her com- 
merce desires, at the consummation of 
Which it will be made clear to Italy 
that her ambitions are unreasonable.

Coal Used br Romans. 


It is believed by some historians that 


toal was used by the Romans on tbe 
continent and by the Britons on the is 
land before tbe arrival of Cassar 
As 


early as 1234 Henry III granted a li- 
cense to dig coal near Newcastle, but a 
fow years later tbe use of coal waa for- 
bidden in London, the smoke being 
deemed prejudicial to public health 


In 1306 the London gentry petitioned 


the king against its nse, declaring 
that, in spite of his royal order, certain 
malicious persons persisted in burning 
ft 
Coals began to be brought from 


Newcastle to London in 1381, daring 
the reign of Richard II. By tbe year 
1400 coal was commonly burned in 
London aa a fuel, though 200 years 
later, in the reign of Charles I. its nse 
was far from being general throughout 
Englpnd. 


Anthracite coal, which, except the 


diamond, is the purest form of carbon 
known, was 2r*t ueisd by a Connecticut 
blacksmith named Gore, in 1768. and 
•a a domestic fuel by Judge Jesse Fell 
of Wilkesbgm. Pa., in 1608.

But no effort has 
been left untried which would fnrther 
the success of the sportsmen's show, 
and the marvelous spectacular display 
is by no means the extent of tbe fea- 
tures which have been provided for the 
sport loving fraternity. 


Primarily the show was arranged as 


a commercial exhibit for those who 
dealt in sportsmen's wares. This year 
the trade feature is a subordinate one. 
The stands occnpied by the sporting 
concerns are located on a tier built over 
tbe arena boxes. On the main floor the 
entire space is devoted to interesting 
attractions, the like of which have nev- 
er before been gathered nnder a roof 
And. moreover, the picturesque ar- 
rangement is only a scenic background 
to a programme of sporting contests 
which in themselves will prove a mag- 
net. Afternoons and evenings, in the 
water tank, there will be polo matches 
and swimming races and an exhibition 
dive by a well known professional from 
the rafters into the tank, a distance of 
75 feet. When this daring expert makes 
his fearless plunge he will be inclosed 
in a bag and fastened. 


Then on thereof of the building there 


will be an inanimate target tourna- 
ment, in which many well known shots 
will compete. The Indian village is lo- 
cated at the Fourth avenue end of the 
Garden. Several families of the red 
men of the forest will live there in 
truly native style throughout the show. 
A cleverly executed Adirondack scene, 
with snow capped mountains in tbe dis- 
tance, bung from the roof, fittingly sets 
off to fnrther advantage tbe Indians' 
encampment. Through the village rip- 
ples a sparkling brook, which flows di- 
rectly into tbe lake. This lake is a tank 
about 75 feet long and 40 feet wide, 
with an average depth of 8 feet. It is 
cleverly concealed by a banking of grass 
on three sides and a sandy beach lead- 
ing to it from the habitat of the In- 
dians. The denizens of the forest will 
while away time by wea\ ins; baskets 
from grasses, or, when there is no com- 
petition going on, contentedly paddling 
around ths pond in bark canoes 


In the center of tbe aroa are the 


aquariums containing manj ^pecimena 
of game and rare fish, Thpv ,<re so con- 
structed that every rnine> ten i of the 
finny inhabitants of the otep may be 
discerned by those who h A e a fondness 
for things piscatori;,] 


Nearer the west ?rA of the house are 


the caged live ginie biraa. In abun- 
dance are phea°ants, hardy and beauti- 
ful ; covej 3 of quail, shy turkeys long- 
ing for the recLs^ed of primeval forests, 
grouse, prairie chickens, partridges, 
swans, gee*e and ducks. Situated at 
the Madippn avenue entrance is the 
magnificent wooded preserve. Like a 
scqiioii of forest transplanted, it is 
thic'rly covered with trees and grass. 
Hidden jrnong Hie foliage are the cages 
holding specimens of the animals which 
furnish such grand sport for tbe hnnt- 
ing fraternity. In this quaint portion 
of the show are moose, deer, caribou, 
antelope, eR, bear and almost every 
other animal now existing in North 
America. 


Surrounding the entire Garden, un- 


derneath the tric'e exhibits, are the 
campa of the different fishing and game 
clubs of New sfoi'i state. Rustic log 
cabins give the sportsmen the necessary 
local color, and those v, ho delight in 
the quest of fish and ga,.i<» anticipate 
some rare fan in these bootL.= before tbe 
show is over. The old time: c are think- 
ing of every bdirbreacitu escape they 
ever bad to narrate to their frilow sports. 
Those who have no blood curdling tales 
to relate are now brushing up stories of 
wonderful catches and thrillipg trips 
through tangling forests after game 
which eventually succumbed to their 
superior marksmanship. 


In the water pclo championship the 


competing teams will represent the 
Knickerbocker A. C., New York A. C.. 
Duqnesne A. C,. Pittsburg, Columbia 
college and University of Pennsylvania. 
The polo tonfney for boat clubs will 
have teams from the Cygnet, Wyan- 
dotte, Atalanta, Lone Star and Nassau 
boat clubs. In the swimming races and 
diving competitions some of the best 
aquatic experts in the country will 
start.—New York Journal

Dancing took his fancy, and 
he determined to learn it. He began to 
importune pretty hostesses at afternoon 
teas and more ambitions functions to 
teach him to dance. Finally he took 
the plunge himself, discarded his clum- 
sy shoes, purchased a pair of patent 
leather pumps and hired a teacher.

ton when at 10 o'clock those of the 
smartest who were about in the neigh- 
borhood of Massachusetts avenue wit- 
nessed tbe unusual sight of a handsome 
woman walking along with a delegation 
of stalwart Indians, says the New York 
Journal. 


It was Mrs. Cnsbman K. Davis, wife 


of tbe United States senator. Her es- 
cort was Flatmouth, the leading chief 
of the Sicux Indians of the Bine Earth 
reservation in Minnesota. Behind Mrs. 
Davis and the In<Van chief walked about 
30 braves from the same reservation and 
the Rev. D. Gilfillan of the Protestant 
Episcopal church, who accompanied 
them to Washington as their counselor 
and interpreter. The party, which had 
met at the residence of Senator Davis, 
on Massachusetts avenue, went to the 
interior department for tbe purpose of 
telling the new secretary of the interior, 
Mr. Hitchcock, of their troubles in the 
northwest. 


Mrs. Davis, having met Secretary 


Hitchcock during tbe recent visit of the 
peace commission to Paris, made the 
formal presentations for the Indians, 
with whom tbe-secretary shook hands. 
The conference lasted for an hour, and, 
upon leaving, the Indians were assured 
by the secretary that one of the very 
first a"ts of his administration would be 
to look thoroughly into their grievances 
and see that matters were adjusted to 
their satisfaction without delay. 


It seems the half breeds and white 


people in the vicinity of the Blue Earth 
reservation have been devastating the 
young forest pines. The law allows all 
dead and down timber to be taken, but 
especially states that the young pines 
shall be left undisturbed. The Sioux 
now in the city are tall and fine look- 
ing, and tbe speeches made by them to 
the secretary of the interior were digni- 
fied. The red men were dressed in citi- 
zen's clothing, but wore their long hair 
braided down their backs and big red 
handkerchiefs tied over their beads un- 
der their wide slouch hats. 


William Sinclair, the colored steward 


at the White House, is a man of some 
importance in the councils of state, but 
he is no match for the first lady of the 
land, says the New York World. Sin- 
clair has been in the White House for 
nearly 15 years, and he considers him- 
self the dean of the corps. He obtained 
his lofty position under Cleveland dnr- 
ing bis first term, and through tbe suc- 
ceeding administrations be has kept his 
grasp on tbe management of the ma- 
terial comforts of presidents. Sinclair 
was made much of by Mrs. Cleveland 
and by Mrs. Harrison, and he likes to 
call attention to his responsible posi- 
tion.

QUEER EXPERIMENT OF PRISONER 


In Polio* Station Lock-up. Discovered 


When He Fell to Floor In Time 


to Restore Him to Life. Sen- 


tenced to 30 Days. 


There was considerable excitement 


at the police station late yesterday 
afternoon, 
caused by a traveling 


"drunk" who uttempted to end his life. 
Whether or not he really meant to kill 
himself or whether he meaht it as a 
wierd practical joke ,on the officers is 
not at all certain, as he refused to talk 
about it after he was restored to a 
smiling world. 


The man was Petrf J, Allard, and he 


V.-HS one of the ' drunks" in police court 
yesterday morning. His case was con- 
tinued to allow some investigation by 
the police, and meanwhile Allard was 
allowed, as is usual tyith persons 
charged with such offenses, the free- 
dom of the cell corridor. 


About C.20 o'clock 'in the afternoon 


Allard got tired of the monotony of Jail 
existence, and took a novel method -to 
create some amusement. He opened 
two of the cell doore adjoining1 each 
other, forming a sort of a V shaped 
ladder of iron with the bars, im- 
mediately under one of {he gas jets. 


He then climbed up to the top of the 


doors, turned on the gas, and held his 
mouth over it, inhaling: the gas, until 
he became unconscious and fell to the 
floor. Kee- r Krum was making his 
rou,nds just as the man fell, and saw 
the last act in the attempted tragedy 
which proved a comedy. 


Allard was immediately taken up and 


placed on a cot while City Physician 
Putnam was sent for.,It took but a 
short time to restore the man to con- 
sciousness, and in the evening he was 
feeling as well as ever. 


Allard was questioned* closely as to 


his desire to for novel 'fleath but re- 
fused to say a word on the subject to 
the officers. He did not seem to object 
particularly tto having been saved. 
During the rest of the day he yap 
watched to see that he did not rtj.(;a« 
ithe performance. 


He was not hurt by the fall to the 


floor, which was the most dangerous 
part of the adventure, as he could no 
well hope to keep his position on top 
of the doors long enough to breath the 
gas until he was dead. 


This morning in court Allard was 


sentenced to Pittsfleld jail for 30 days 
for drunkenness, and no charge of at- 
tempted suicide was brought against 
him. 


The man said that his home was in 


Saratoga, N. T, He came to this city 
Saturday, and in the afternoon was 
arrested in the North Adams savings 
bank block for making a nuisance of 
himself while drunk. At the station he 
claimed that he bad $35 when he 
reached this city and was very sure he 
had been robbed, but 
investigation 


failed to connect any one with the 
money, and it is probable that he fell 
in with bad company.

"ews from Rutland, Vt, the head- 
quarters of ifce Rutland railroad, hit* 
the following: 


"Although the Barton railroad men 


«*ern to doubt the rumors, it is be- 
lieved in New York and elsewhere that 
the whole Fitchburg system went Into 
the hands of the Vanderbilts some 
months ago. If this is so, the purchase 
by the Rutland railroad interests of the 
block 
of Rutland railroad 
stqok 


amounting to 
over 
J3.500.000, 
long 


owned by the Delaware & Hudson 
company, the purchase of the OgJens- 
burg & Lake Champiain voad, and the 
building of the Rutland-Canadian rail- 
roads are simply the preliminary steps 
towaid forming a trunk line from ship- 
ping points on the great lakes as far 
west as Duluth. 


If this transfer 
has been made, 


Fitchburg officials ^Wess to know 
nothing of it. It is also difficult to un- 
derstand how a "foreign" 
railroad 


company could come into this state 
and gobble up a line in which the com- 
monwealth is financially interested 


without legislative action. On this 


point the Spnngtleld Republican has 
the following: 


The report of a Vanderbilt absorp- 


tion of the Fitchburg railroad has been 
revived and is believable. It is the Van- 
derbilt interest which has cprne irito 
control* of the Rutland road,' and the 
Fitchburg ^onns a Boston connection 
for this northwestern route. In such a 
consolidation the Boston and Albany 
would lose some of its through traffic 
which now comes from the New York 
Central, and it may have been in view 
of this possibility that tte Albany road 
is branching off in a southwesterly di- 
rection for connections with the Erie 
and» Pennsylvania lines through the 
Poughkeepsie bridge route and Tariff- 
ville extension to -this city. Such, at 
least, is the gossip in Boston. 


But the state of Massachusetts is to 


be reckoned with in any Fitchburg 
consolidation. It owns 50,000 shares of 
the Fitchburg common stock, and the 
United States Investor says that the 
present legislature may be asked to 
authorize the sale of this stock in the 
interest of the Vanderbilt consolidation. 
The market value of the stock at pres- 
ent is $32 a share. It yields the state no 
income and is not likely to for a long 
time. All dividends above 4 per cent on 
the preferred stock must be shared 
equally by two kinds of stock, and the 
preferred ownership in the road would 
probably, for a time at least, Just as 
soon see any surplus income above 4 
per cent go back into the property as 
to share it with the state. Such is the 
commonwealth's return for all that it 
^as spent on the tunnel. At the present 
marke* price the state's holding of 
stock in the enterprise is worth barely 
$1,100,000.— Republican.

took a trip over to the state road 
between here and Williamstown yes- 
terday atternoon, to see how long it 
would be before h° could oil up his 
wheel and take the first spin of the 
season. He reported on his return that 
the road needed only a day or so more 
of sunshine to dry it up so that wheel-' 
ing would be possible. He was anx- 
iously making arrangements to have 
his machine carried over in an express 
yvagon to the beginning of the maof 
adorn, where he expected to begin h* 
career awheel, 


His friends tried to persuade him 


that his enthusiasm was too previous, 
but he would not believe it till this 
morning, wh^n he went out to shovel 
paths and gave up all thoughts of 
wheeling for another month or so. 


But from this time on, in spite of 


March blizzards and lingering weather 
conditions, the minds of riders will be 
a good deal given up to the subject of 
wheels. The dealers have already be- 
gun, to advertise their new goods, and 
all over the country bicycle openings 
are being held. 


A visit with the bicycle dealers shows 


that they anticipate an excellent sea- 
son. Wheels, and good ones, can now 
be bought so cheaply, almost any 
price from $25 up being sure of buying 
a fairly good wheel of some descrip- 
tion, that there is reason for the deal- 
ers' belief that many new riders will 
be made this year. One evidence of 
the cheapness of wheels is seen in the 
low 
prices placed on second hand 


machines, even the best of them. Sec- 
ond hand wheels are not in demand, 
and it Is probable that a good many 
riders wil! kepp then- old one* for 
muddy day use, and buy ne^ oius foi 
good riding weather. 


From what the dealers say, it is 


evident that the chainless wheels will 
make more of a show in this city than 
they did last year. Chainless wheels 
will be 175 for the standard price, and 
the persons who a few years ago were 
willing to pay $100 for their mounts 
are expected to be the ones to secure 
the latest in chainless brands. While 
there are many kinds of chainless 
wheels, there are only two styles: the 
bevel and sager gears. 


In spite of the efforts of the dealers 


to make the chainless variety "the" 
thing to ride, it'is quite probible that 
the chain wheels will continue their 
lead, this year at least. 
The chief 


reason for this price. The best makes 
of chain wheels will sell for $50, far 
better wheels than sold a few years 
ago for $100. From this figure prices 
run all the way down till you 'can se- 
cure a very satisfactory wheel for $35 
or even $25, and it is said that in some 
places good wheels will shortly be 
given away with every two pound can 
of baking powder. 


Another reason for the continued 


supremacy of the chain wheels is that 
the chainless are still looked upon 
much in the" light of an experiment. 
Each style has its advocates among 
those who have tried both, and as long 
as opinion is so evenly divided it is 
probable that a difference- in price 
amounting to from $25 to J50 will decide 
most buyers. 


There will not be many changes in
